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Lecture of John Quincy Adamsbefore the
Beston Lyceum.
Correspondence of TLe Tribune.
BosTox, Oct. 7, 1842,

The usual season for popular Lectures, under
the direction of the various Literary and Scientific
associations which exist in onr city, hes azain oc-
curred ; and last evening, agreeably to a previons
gnnouncement, the Hon. Jons Quiney Apays de-
E:rered the introdictory Address before the Bos-
ton Lyceum. The doers of the Odeon were
throwa open an hour before the time appointed for
the Lecture, but not until hundreds had gathered
in the street impatiently waiting for entrince
and that epacious building was crowded in every

part by one of the moat fushionable and intelli-

gent audiences that ever convened within its walls.

The desite to see the venerable old Patriot, nnil
listen to his tremnlous but powerful cloqguence,
increases with his advancing years and with the
weight of honors conferred upon hiim by a grueful
and confiding people.  On his entrance, the whole
assembly rose us a testimony of their respect and
veneration for the man who bas rendered such
signsl and important service 1o his Country, and

whose private character, amid all the temptations
and allurements of public life, has been stained by
no vice.

Mr. Adams was introduced to the Assembly in
some preliminary obiervations by the Hon. Aeeot
Lawresce, President of the Lyeeum; and when
he stood up to nddress the people, wus received
with rupturous appluuse. He said the highly flat-
tering remarks by the President had placed him
in o very embarrassing position. It did wot be-
come him who put on the barness to bonst himsell
as he that putteth it off. It was hix duty now
put on the armor, but he feared there would be
small eccasion for bossting when he should ke i
off.

Mr. Adams then took a mamnseript from his
pocker, and proceeded 10 read the Lecture which
he had preparved for ithe ocension, Tz qubjee!
may be thus stuwed @ Phe Nature and Designs
of the Sucial €ompuct, or the Trus Fowndation
of Human Gorevument. | shull not attempr 1o
give you u skarch, much less v report, ol his re-
inarks, which were vather too sbstiuse for n pop-
ular nssembly.  The subject is one of the most in-
tricate that ever tushed the powers ol the buman
mind, involviog, us it does, the whole question ot
the rights and daties of the rulers and the ruled,
and the merits wnd demerits of every torm of gov-
ernmental orgunization on the fuce of tie earch.—
His subject, to which a volume could hardly do
justice, is of such maguitnde as almost to uppni
common minds, and 1 do nor think i well adapied
to develope the peenliar and shining (ualities i
Mr. Adums's aotellectoal powers, nor to Kindh
the fices of that eloquence forwluch b s so jasthy
celebratad. | think the high-puized p\gimrlulinr;.-
of the audience were tae fiom heing satizhied 3 and
that the Ia.rue of one whose repuitation os s pro:
found thinker ind not heen estublishod upon an
enduring basis would haveleen somewhat dimned
by suech a peribrmunce. T aware that the ex
pression of such w sentimenl raspacting one ot e
master-spirits ol the age may seom preswnpiioons
in me, all antitled and vokpown to foae as oo
but I Lhave d}‘!ll\n'n with ell Lieedom the sentiment
of my own heart, and [ doube nor thar of hoo-
dreds more who heard him. What [ Linve said,
however, does not respeet «o muach the soundiess
or uusoundness el the propositions advaneed by
Mr. Adams, as it does the arsuments, illustrations
and sualogies by which he uttempted to suppin
thiem.

The lscture was strictly Conservative, and ¢m
bodied some fair hits at the vaunted Democraey
of the times.  He said that the phrrses ** whole
people,”’ ** the people,” &ec., ux used in our Con-
stitutions, were to be understood os including, not
every man, womun and child in the community,
but ouly that portion of the people who were ca:
pable of entering the body politic nud beuring its
responsibilities. He maintained thut by the law
of nature woman is subject to her husband, and
that the latter is the vightful representative of the
former, and of his minor children in framing the
sacial compact.  He suid thut onre form of goveru-
ment was not a Democrucy, in the sesse in which
that term was used by w purty, any more than it
was # Monarchy ; aud this he illustrated by the

rovisions of the Constitution of Muassachuseus,

f he were permitted 1o designate the wame by
which the party of his choice shonld be known, Le
would eall it the Constitutional purty, und its ob-
ject should be to muintain the Coustitution in-
violate.

[ expected and so did others, when Mr. Adams
opened his subject, thut he would bring the Rhode
Island question nnder review ; buthe made no al-
lusion 1o it whatever. If it were safe, however,
to draw an inference ferom the general character
and bearing of his remarks, T shonld say that he
has no sympathy with the movements of the suf-
frage party; bat I see it confidently stated in the
Now Bedford Register, en ihe awhority of ju
gentleman who conversed with him on the subject
u few days ago, that he avows himsell of the opi-
nion that Dore i« the legitimate Governor of the
Stute.

You will be glad to learn, as you will before this
reaches vou, that Mre. Adams has beon nominated
as the Whig candidate inthe new Distvict wo which
he is attached by the law of the Stute under the
new appertionment. No doubt can exist of his
election by a wiumphant mujority. Hanscock.
